DX has.-: y nil in ‘the way of both trops and skip. Since- 
the excitement last’ summer, ‘nothing real “big has. really popped. With 
the new year upon us, here's hoping for 12 months of red hot TV action. 

Taking up where we Left ‘off last month, we. must return to the ‘sub- 
ject of The Proper Procedure in Counting Stations in the Dxera log. If 
you remember, ast time an introduction to the problem w was presented. 
At thfe time we shall begin to try. to resolve this. perplexing problem. 
If we do. not. find space sufficient to list the. new standards, it will 
be done next month. 

First of all, a ‘great “note of “thanks should be passed along: to 
fellow members Dennis Smith, Ferdie. Dombrowski, B.dsBingham,’ Bill Hider, 
Bill Hauser, and the other DXers who -have taken the.time and trouble to 
write to me personally concerning this colum. As I have said before, 
it is your. ideas. and comments which make this column go. It is you, 
the DXer, ‘who guides the course.of this. colume. — 

Before making our finalized decision on .official standards, I be- 
lieve that some of the Gomments of AIEA members.on the controversial 
‘parts. of our standards should be examinéd. Most of the comments receive 
indicate a willingnéss.. to co“operate on. the. part of most. Dkers However, 
we do come into ‘severe conflict ‘on ‘some points. : 

(1) If.a station changes channels, stiould it be counted. as one or-two 
stations? Bedford Brown feels that this type .of change should only ‘be 
counted twice when the change is from high band to low band, low band 
to UHF, etc. Ferdie Dombrowski dodsn't like the idea of counting a . 
station twice but : does: it, because most Dxers seem to ao. Ate Bede Bingha: 
two stations. Dennis Smith feels that a ‘change. ‘in- channels ‘does..con- 
stitute two stations counted. As you. can see, this is one of the most 
ticklish. of the problems to be handled by our. new standards. . 

(2) Should a share-time station,be counted: as two stations? This can be 
a problem since some share time ‘operations use separate equipment from 
different: locations. Bill Hauser pelieves that share-timers should no 
be counted’ as two stations unless different equipment is being-util: zed 
by the different stations. Several other DXers have counted share~ | 
timers for reasons-of their own such’ as WUSB-WILX where one is an edu- 
cational station running on a short or limited schedule. | 

(3) Doés change in ownership constitute a new. station? Some DXers heve 
expressed the opinion that-a station going: off ahd returning to the air 
again under new ownership is a new station.’ An interesting example_of 
this is. our IDX editor who counted WXIX as two stations on ch.l18. 

CBS affiliated WXIK ch.'18 went off*the air and then returned to the 
air as independent WXIX TV under new ownership. As a real twist, I 
myself counted WXIX twice; once as che 19 and again as ch. 18 after 


they shifted channels. 
The above points illustrate just 32 of the problems we are trying 


to resolve with the new standards. Some DXers have strcted that they 
are not sure thet the standards will accomplish their goal. However, 
I believe they will succeed if the DXers co-operate when listing their 
totals publicly and in the bulletin. In my own case, I plan to keep an 
official total according to tne standards and an unofficiel total which 
counts stations according to my personal rules. By .the official method 
you have-an accurate estimaté of wha hes reelly ‘logged the most, and by 
the unofficial method you can achieve your own personal satisfaction - 
in that: you have picked up ‘poxmany stations. according to YOUR standards. 
Next month we shall list the complete standards. If correction is 
necessary, it. will be done through this column in the. coming - months. 
In March we shall begin the "delinquent signers" list once again. 
This comes: from’ the suggestion of Bill Hauser who along with several 
other DXers would like to know what stations do not verify, what station 
do not givé adequate confirmation of DX reports, |

THE IONOSPHERE ae 
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The inno sphere starts where ionization effects begin te. appear in the stratosphere 
at about 60 to 80 km. and higher, Ioni,ation reveals itself through the reflection 
of radio waves and in aurora displays. In-order for all of this to happen, there 

must exist in the stratosphere a sufficient number of free electrons.(A.free elec=- 
tron is one that is separated from the outer shell of ‘its atom by bombardment with 
either high-velocity particles or ultraviolet photons; ft is imptrtant to remember 
that very low pressure of .35 millibar or lower 1s necessary to sustain ionization.
